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Carex rotundata Wahlenb. (Cyperaceae) from Mts. Daisetsu 
in Hokkaido, New to Japan 
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Carex rotundata Wahlenb. distributed in circumpolar areas of the Northern Hemisphere is newly 
found on Mts. Daisetsu, Hokkaido, Japan. Specimens from this southernmost isolated locality show a 
similar variation with Far Eastern form in having the lowermost bract longer than the inflorescence, 
mostly 2 staminate spikes, and perigyna 2.5 —3 mm long. Specimens are preserved in the Herbarium of 
Hokkai-Gakuen University, Sapporo, Japan. 
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
